RETURNS TO PRISON 
OF HIS OWN ACCORD 


Detective Robs Express Company of 
$5,000 in Cash. 


IS SENT TO PENITENTIARY 


Escapes Within a Few Months but 
Is Captured in San Francisco. 


MANAGES TO GET AWAY SECOND TIME 


After Wandering Over the World, 
Chas. O. Summers Goes Back to 
Mississippi Penitentiary. 


Jackson, “Miss., September 15.—Charles 
O. Summers, the noted express robber, 
who relieved the Southern Express Com- 
pany at Meridian of $5,000 and afterwards 
escaped from the Mississippi prison, af- 
ter serving one year of a five-year sen- 
tence, returned to the penitentiary this 
afternoon and gave himself up to com- 
plete his sentence. 

Summers was a Pinkerton detective at 
the time of the Meridian robbery, and 


used his position as ‘a means of getting | 


the confidence of the express officials. 
After a long chase, he was finally cap- 
tured in San Frafcisco, and had been 
inside the walls scarcely three months 
when he escaped, but was shortly after- 
wards recaptured. In fthe summer of 
1892 he again escaped, this time taking 
one of the guards with him, and was 
completely out of sight until his return 
this afternoon. 

Summers gives as reason for his sur- 
render that he lived continually in fear of 
being captured, and preferred ito settle 
his account with the law and relieve his 
apprehension. Since his escape he has 
traveled over a good portion of the 
civilized globe, having only recently re- 
turned from the Klondike.

SAVANNAH HAS QUARANTINED 


No One Allowed To Enter City 
Without Health Certificate. 
Savannah, Ga., September 15—(Special.)-- 
Savannah has declared a quarantine 
against New Orleans on account of the 
yellow fever there. The health . board 
met this afternoon, 
this action and tonight the city council, 
after some discussion, affirmed it and pro- 
vided for putting on the quarantine at 
once. This means that every person 
coming into Savannah, no matter from 
where, must have: a health certificate, 
or paper showing where he or she has 
been for the past five days, at least. 
Those without certificates will be un- 
ceremoniously put off at the detention 
stations and kept there until the anthor- 
‘lies are satisfied that they are allright.

BLUE BOOK ISSUED 
BY GREAT BRITAIN 


Situation in the Transvaal Is 
Described by Mr, Chamberlain,

President Declares That Aliens in 
the South African.

London, September 15.—A blue book, 
‘containing the last Transvaal dispatch of 
the secretary of state for the colonies, 
Mr. Chamberlain, relating to the matters 
Which led up to the dispatch being sent, 
| was issued today. The text of Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s note is identical with the dis- 
patch as cabled to the Associated Press 
September 13th. The only important 
feature revealed is a telegram from the 
British high commissioner, Sir Alfred 
Milner, dated August 31st, referring to the 
commercial distress and saying: 

“IT am receiving representations from 
| many quarters to urge the imperial gov- 
ernment to terminate the suspense. Brit- 
ish south Africa is prepared for extreme 
measures and is ready to suffer much 
more in order to see the vindication of 
British authority. It is the prolongation 
of the negotiations, endless and indecisive, 
that is dreaded. I fear seriously that 
there will be a strong reaction of feeling 
against the policy of the imperial govern- 
ment if matters drag.” ' 

The blue book throws no new light 
on the situation as it today, except 
to show that the commissioners’ patience 
has reached the ebbing point. 

A published interview with President 
Kruger, said to have taken place at Pre- 
toria yesterday, is far more important. 
He is quoted as saying: 

“TIT have tried all along to place the 
aliens jn the Transvaal on the same foot- 
ing politically as the burghers. Mr. 
Chamberlain says I have not kept my 
promises, This,’’ thundered President 
Kruger, “I deny.” 

Continuing, President Kruger Is report- 
ed to have added: 

“The aliens of the Transvaal have the 
same commercial! rights as the burghers 
and have always enjoyed them without 
interference. I wanted to let them have 
the same political rights, but they would 
not avail themselves of this. Roughly, 
there are more than 50,000 aliens who have 
been here more than seven years and 
have registered, thus being eligible to the 
franchise. Yet of the British subjects 
' who have availed themselves of it the 
chief part have been Afrikanders and not 
English-born, This shows that the Brit- 
ish in the Transvaal not want the 
franchise. 

“In my opinion there is no cause what- 
ever for war. Everything could be set- 
tled by arbitration.”’ 

A second edition of The London Times 
today prints a special dispatch from New 
Castle, Natal, dated September 15th, 
which bears out the British high com- 
missioner’s statement, as it says the Uit- 
landers’ council has transmitted to the 
imperial government what practically 
amounts to a protest against further de- 
lay. 

The Times’ correspondent adds: 

“There is nothing to confirm the reports 
that the Boers will concede Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s demands, On the contrary, it. is 
Stated that 3,000 men will be dispatched 
to the border immediately after the Tran- 
vaal’s reply is sent. Everything points to 
the prospect of an early conflict.” 

The advices from Cape Town today 
tend to confirm the pessimistic view of 
The Times’ correspondent at New Castle. 
The news that a strong force of Boers 
has been stationed one hour from Ra- 
trathlabama, commanding the Pretoria 
and Johannesburg roads, has created 
great indignation at Cape Town. 

The First battalion of the Manchester 
regiment arrived at Cape Town today, 
disembarked and marched through the 
streets. The soldiers were wildly cheer- 
ed. After they had been reviewed by 
Lieutenant General Sir Frederick Walker, 
commander of the British troops in 
south Africa, the battalion re-embarked 
and proceeded to Natal. These _ troops, 
forming the first installment of the re- 
enforcements, were sent from Gibraltar 
to Cape Town 

The colonial office has not yet received 
the formal reply of the Transvaal and 
the consul general ©f the Transvaal here, 
Mr. Montague White, does not expect it 
tonight. 

A dispatch from Pretoria says: 

“The Transvaal’s reply will be on the 
follc wing lines: 

“*The Transvaal adheres to the seven 
years’ franchisg law, but is willing to 
consider, and if necessary, to adopt any 
suggestions Great Britain may make with 
regard to .the working of the law.’ 

“In regard to the other points of Mr. 
Chamberlain's dispatch, the Transvaal 
boldly stands by the London convention... 
It is said that the reply is couched in 
polite terms. 

“State Secretary Reitz, in the course 
of an interview today, expressed some 
doubt as to whether any alteration would 
be made in the existing franchise law, but 
said he belleved a way should and could 
be found to establish an arbitration court.

As the dispute between Great Brit- 


jain and the Transvaal republic grows 


more acute and threatening, our read- 
ers should bear in mind the fact that 


if the Boers had established a gov- 


ernment in any part of this western 
hemisphere, there would be no claim 


of a right on the part of England to 
prescribe the conditions of the elec- 
toral franchise in that country. Even 
if the treaty obligations between the 
‘two governments were precisely the 
‘same as they are today, no such claim 
would be made. 


The reason is very simple. On this 
hemisphere the United States would 
the criminal purpose of 
Great Britain to proceed as far as a 
demand. Her majesty’s government 
knows in what quarter to carry on 
its schemes of spoliation. The fact 
should also be borne in mind that 
when this country took John Bull by 
the ear in the Venezuelan matter, Mr. 
Chamberlain, who is now the colonia] 
secretary, and who is engaged in an 
effort to destroy the South African 
republic, denounced with great vigor 
and as entirelyindefensible any sugges- 
tion of interference by the British 


the Boers. 

At the present moment Mr. Cham- 
berlain is engaged in making peace im- 
possible by insisting on British inter- 
ference in Transvaal matters’ with re- 
ward to which England hag not a shad- 
ow of right. The so-called British 
sovereignt¥. about which England {fs 
talkine so confidently consists in the 
right to supervise any treaty which 
the Transvaal republic may make with 
other nations. This stipulation re- 
stricts British sovereignty to treaty- 
| and confers no power on 
/her to regulate the electoral franchise 
of the Boer republic. 

A more wanton and_ indefensible 
scheme for the destruction of the right 
of self-government was never devised. 
The attacks on the Americans in the 
days of '76 had some warrant and ex- 
cuse. England had undisputed juris- 
‘diction over the American colonies; 
‘but with respect to the internal poll- 
icles and concerns of the South Afri- 
can republic she has no jurisdiction. 
| Even if this scandalous attempt on 
\the liberties of the Boers should go 
ho further, it has gone far enough to 
;convince all Americans who love ‘their 
‘country that this people cannot afford 
to enter into any alliance with the 
British, or even indorse a sweeping 
.treaty with them on matters relating 
ito differences that may arise. The re- 
‘sult of the Venezuelan demand is suf- 
‘ficient to demonstrate that the Unit- 
ed States themselves. are a better se- 
curity for peace so far as England fs 
concerned, than any arbitration treaty.

| The fact that there are now over 
one million of the Jewish race in the 
United States explains, to a gratifying 
extent, the deep interest which our 
people feel in the movements concern- 
ing them in the old world. 

| In almost every case in which the 
Jew has been gubjected to persecution 
it has not been because of bad citizen- 
ship or a failure in those neighborly 
qualities which make of them suitable 
fellow inhabitants. It has, on the 
contrary, sprung from the fact that 
they have developed a superior spirit 
of thought and accumulation. They 
/have a natural instinct for business, 
‘and thus reach those positions and 
ithat prominence which comes to the 
man in the front. Taking the case 
of I’rance, as an example, the number 
of Jews in proportion to the popula- 
tion is inconsiderable, but when we 
‘pursue the subject further into the 
higher walks, into trade and com- 
merce, literature, the arts and govern- 
ment, they are present in undue num- 
ibers considering their population, the 
results being simply the natural out- 
come of their superior genius and at- 
tainments. Thus while it may be said 
‘that there are too many Jews in the 
upper circles of life. it has néver been 
‘said that they were not worthy of 
being there or that they had got there 
through any other channe! than that 
of competitive merit. Such a popula- 
‘tion is valuable to any country, be- 
‘cause it blazes the way into the fu- 
ture and develops al] the responsibility 
of which a country is capable. When 
‘the nations of Europe, therefore, set 
‘their faces against the Jew simply 
‘because he is more progressive and 
better endowed than their own people, 
they exile the very leaders upon whom 
they should rely for Their own prog- 
ress. 

_ It seems to be in the order of Prov- 
‘idence that this eifted race should 
turn its eye so largely toward the 
‘United States. It may be said, indeed, 
that it is but a continuance of that 
‘policy by which the encrusted condi- 
tions of Europe have driven forth the 
best and the most enterprising of its 
| population. The men who first set 
their faces toward the western conti- 
nent were the hardy, adventurous spee- 
imens of all the races occupying 
ithe western Atlantic coast of Europe. 
These men, seeking a new world, have 
built up within two centuries a count-

| rope. They have been followed. at 
various times by other bodies of emi- 
|grants, all of them representing the 
istrength and virility of the land they 
‘left, and leaving behind the weaklings 
of their own race. The various gov- 
| ernments which refuse to lessen the
